WHA seeks accounting 
of all authority's funds

Housing Authority members on 
Tuesday asked for an accounting of 
all funds in various accounts and 
grants in the wake of a story last 
week claiming the Wilmington 
board was sitting on unused 
monies. 

Executive Director Ella Belmore 
admitted not all of the original 
$100,000 grant for the modern- 
ization of elderly units at Deming 
Way was spent in the last two 
years, primarily because of her 
extra workload with building new 
units and renovating the old. She 
said the original grant was reduced 
to $40,000 by the State Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development. That money was 
apparently set aside for,the purpose 
of water proofing basements at a 
later date. WHA member Dan 
Gillis said his board held up the 
work because they felt perhaps the 
cellars should be filled in to 
prevent further water problems. 

The whole money issue was 
raised by Michael Donovan, who 
made a motion to have an 
accounting of all housing authority 
funds. 


"I would like a rundown of every 
last penny we have," he said. 
Donovan pointed out if funds 
aren't-spent they could be in 
jeopardy in this tight fiscal year 
and EOCD could recall them. 
Belmore explained, in many cases, 
the funds are just allocated by 
EOCD but aren't actually in the 
authority's hands. During the 
meeting there seemed to be some 
uncertainty over what other grants 
and administrative funds had been 
spent or had been awarded to the 
WHA. 

While Donovan said the con- 
fusion over the funds and criticism 
leveled at his board “gravely 
concer me," Gillis brushed aside 
the criticism saying "I have found 


no problem here." Newest member 
Al Meegan asked why the previous 
board let the funds stay intact and 
never questioned if they were 
spent. 

"At that time the board knew 
what it was doing," said Belmore, 
adding the modemization account 
was audited on a quarterly basis. 

Gillis expressed confidence in 
Belmore and said an investigation 
in to all accounts would only create 
more work for the director and her 
assistant. 

"As far as I'm concerned, I don't 
want to have anything to do with 
it," he said. Donovan's motion 
carried three to one with Gillis 
opposed. Joan Sadowski was not in 
attendance at the meeting.

Transfer of trucks to 
solve parking problem 


Relief is in sight for the patrons 
of the Wilmington Post Office. 
Long plagued with a shortage of 
parking spaces, the post office will 
solve the parking problem with no 
construction. 

On October 12, the postal ser- 
vice will move the point of origin 
for all Wilmington mail routes to 
the former regional facility on 
Washington Street in East 
Woburn. The move will free up 
the parking spaces in Wilmington 
now used by mail trucks and 
carriers’ vehicles. 

The regional facility has been 
relocated to North Reading. 

On Wed., Oct. 16, the East 
Woburn postal facility will open 
as a "postal superstore." It is 
located near Bradlees at the 
Washington Street exit off Route 
128, and can also be reached from 
Wilmington by West Street.

The grand opening of the Postal

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have already been tackled and 
seven more are being taken care of 
according to WHA Executive 
Director Ella Belmore. 

At their last meeting, the board 
directed Belmore to address 
maintenance and other out- 
standing concerns brought to the 
attention of the authority. The list 
included several safety measures 
such as posting proper fire exit 
procedures and installing lights in 
the rear of the new building at 
Deming Way. 

Belmore reported Tuesday night 
she is already addressing many of 
the high priority concerns. A letter 
has been sent to the State Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development asking approval on 
some of the items, like the 
installation of a dumbwaiter, 
because there is money involved. 
One of the most obvious items 
addressed is a new bulletin board in 
the community building at Deming 
Way. In the future, the board will 
display news and other items of 
interest to the tenants from the 
Tenants Association and the 
housing authority. 

Though one resident questioned a 
proposed stop sign outside her 
apartment by the exit from the new 
building, authority members said 
the sign was necessary for the 
safety of tenants trying to cross the 
street. 

Belmore informed the board 
Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart had 
come to Deming Way to address 
the issue of fire alarms at the exits 
of the new building. She added 
Stewart plans to demonstrate the 


proper use of fire extinguishers to 
any interested tenants in the near 
future. 

Siracusa and other members 
commended Belmore for her 
promptness in responding to the 
concerns. 

"It seems to me that's a pretty 
good start,” he said. 
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School committee, union 
settle contract, RIF policy

Representatives of the School 
Committee and the Wilmington 
Teachers Association reached 
tentative accord on the successor 
contract proposed in June and the 
Reduction in Force (RIF) language 
in the present contract with the 
help of former Superintendent 
Walter Pierce. Though he declined 
to discuss specifics, Supt. William 
Fay told this paper now that 
clarification has been made on the 
RIF policy, the next siep is to 
resolve the litigation and end the 
arbitration resulting from teacher 
layoffs over the summer. That 
resolution is contingent on 
bringing the teachers back into the 


system. 

"Sixteen teachers could be 
recovered. That would be very 
pleasing to,me," Fay told the Town 


Crier adding “Dr. Pierce's 
presence proved to be very 
productive." 


Pierce met with both sides at the 
end of last week to try to explain 
the RIF language. Pierce is the 
author of that policy. According to 
the superintendent, the WTA 
Executive Board met Monday and 
approved the tentative agreement. 
The School Committee is expected 
to discuss the agreement at its next 
meeting October 9. 

In order for the new contract to 
go into effect for the next three 


years, selectmen will have to vote 
next Monday to okay the state's 
teacher deferral plan, said Fay. 
The plan would defer payment of 
the teachers’ last salary check from 
June until July and give the town 
extra funds in a tight budget year. 

Without the selectmen's okay, the 
town manager will be forced to cut 
approximately $600,000 from this 
year's budget, half of which will 
come from an already reduced 
school budget. Though the deferral 
would only be good for one year 
with the deferred salary being paid 
out of next year's budget, language 
in the plan allows legislators to 
extend it for another year.

Siracusa said, despite legal and 
other problems, he felt it was 
possible to build the home. 

"I think it's achievable, I really 
do. If we fail, we've lost nothing," 
he said. 

Siracusa told his board $13,000 
has already been paid to an 
architect for services related to the 
site and $3,000 had been paid to 
engineer Erich Nitzsche to provide 
information on wetlands on site. 
On Tuesday, the board voted to pay 
anothér $617 to the architect for 
breach of contract since the 
original contract was declared null 
and void when plans for the house 
fell through. 

Siracusa said, in talking to the 
architect, he was assured though 
the site is "a tough piece of land to 
build a home on," it could be done. 
He explained a well would have to 
be dug since no town water has 
been brought to that site. 

WHA members supported the 
idea, some with reservations. 
Michael Donovan noted bylaws 
may require going back to town 
meeting for an amended lease 
agreement with the town. Al 
Meegan asked that the home be 
made ac le to the handicap- 
ped. Dan Gillis suggested the board 
put up a pre-fabricated home to 
keep costs down. 


Siracusa recommended taking the 
idea to Wilmington selectmen and 
town meeting. He said the only real 
change from the original proposal 
would be a reduction in the size of 
the home. The chairman also 
suggested a letter be sent to the 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development (EOCD) 
explaining the change and asking 
that the funds be retained for this 
purpose. 


Proposals sought for 
Route 38 improvements

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority at their last meeting 
authorized their chairman Carl 
Backman to send off letters to five 
engineering consulting firms 
seeking requests for proposals for 
a conceptual plan for roadway 
improvements along the Route 38 
corridor. The planwould cover 
Main Street from Middlesex 
Avenue to the Tewksbury town 
line. 

The authority recently completed 
a study of the area and came up 
with a justification report for the 
urban systems project to improve 
safety and traffic conditions in the 
vicinity, The project previously 
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included four traffic lanes along 
Route 38. However, with the 
possibility of extensive right of 
way takings, the WRA is asking the 
five firms to come up with viable 
alternatives that would meet with 
the board of selectmen's approval 

In his letter Backman said “it is 
the intention of the authority to 
provide minimum guidelines and 
few restrictions for the submission 
of proposals in the hope that 
imaginative recommendations will 
be forthcoming." 

The firms are being asked to 
submit their proposals to the WRA 
office by October 17 and include a 
complete scope of services and 
accompanying costs.

The funeral march for incumbents began last weekend as 
the grassroots organization dubbed LIMITS collected over 
10,000 signatures petitioning the Legislature for a ballot 
referendum to limit terms of state and federal officials. 

LIMITS may find it has no boundaries as the anti- 
incumbency fever spreads, producing nightmarish results for 
old-fashioned pols. The LIMITS acronym stands for Let 
Incumbents Moscy Into The Sunset. As expected, organizers 
make no efforts to conceal their utter contempt for the 
political establishment and are elated by polling data showing 
70 percent of Americans support initiatives capping terms 
and crippling entrenched incumbents. 

Six municipal govemments and three states have rejected 
professional politicians, with the state of Washington pre- 
paring a term limitations vote with-national implicatibns. 
There, Speaker of the U.S. House of Representatives Tom 
Foley may have felt besieged personally as a quarter of a 

_ million registered voters petitioned for new rules that could 
depose the man a dozen or so heart beats away from the 
presidency. The Washington plan allows incumbents just one 
more term in office. 

“Washington is throwing the bums out immediately, but 
our proposal is probably the least Draconian," said Dorothea 
Vitrac, LIMITS leader and a veteran at taking on the 
establishment. Vitrac's proposal caps Massachusetts state and 
federal officials at eight years, with a 12 year limit for the 
U.S. Senators. 

The first obstacle is collecting 70,286 signatures by 
November 20. The high number comes at the heels of a 
blockbuster voter tumout in 1990, with the number of § 
signatures needed for a ballot initiative equaling three 
percent of the votes cast in the race for governor. 

If the past weekend was any indication they'll line up to 
sign. Organizers set up booths from the Liberty Tree to the 
Hanover Malls and voter sentiment likened what had already 
been seen elsewhere in the country. Men and women gladly 
affixed their signatures for limiting incumbency, which 
translates into limiting power. 

In the midst of the assault, the political establishment is 
holding on for dear life. When confronted with 250,000 
signatures and the inevitability of losing office in two years, 
Speaker Foley and his Washington State gang actually took 
the public to court, attempting to block the referendum from 
appearing on the ballot next month. But in an 8-1 ruling 
Washington's highest bench sided with democracy. In 
California, where term limitations recently passed, 
lawmakers also went whining to court in a fatal, last gasp. 
Should the courts rule in their favor it wouldn't matter a bit 
because ‘they've already exposed themselves as frauds, as 
pathetic as their northern colleagues. The Washington and 
Califomia political establishments include pariahs, who make 
the perfect case for castrating traditional incumbency. 

Massachusetts lawmakers will be a little less obvious, 
opting instead for the coy, shrewd tactical approach. After 
collecting the requisite signatures the LIMITS initiative will 
have to survive the scrutiny of two consecutive constitutional 
conventions. The 200 state’reps and senators will meet 
jointly with 50 votes needed each round. 

Vitrac's concem is the quorum call, a weapon in the hand 
of lawmakers named Bulger and Flaherty. As an excuse that 
they never actually voted against the popular term limitations 
proposal, legislators can pull a no-show. But, Vitrac is ready 
for them. 

With the same never-give-up demeanor that killed a 
prison site in her hometown of New Braintree, Vitrac will 
bring a public spotlight to bear on the upcoming consti- 
tutional conventions. "Fortunately, next year is an election 
year and we will educate the public on the constitutional 
convention and the need for peoples’ reps and senators to be 
glued to their seats for that quorum.” 

The constitutional officers are not a problem. Governor 
Weld, Lt. Governor Cellucci, Treasurer Malone and 
Secretary of State Connolly have joined LIMITS as honorary 
co-chairmen. 

Locally, Merrimack Valley legislators are jumping on 
Vitrac's bandwagon. Representatives Gary Coon (R - 
Andover), Larry Giordano (D - Methuen) and Brion 
Cangiamila (R - Billerica) will host a fundraiser for LIMITS 
this week in Danvers. 

If LIMITS has a shortcoming it's an ironic lack of 
boldness. Like their counterparts in Washington they would 
have had little difficulty “throwing the bums out" imme- 
diately. Just as an "eight is enough” concept will 
undoubtedly pass, so too could a more bold initiative ousting 
incumbents in shorter time. 

True, term limitations aren't the "be all, end all". But in 
the era of hefty congressional pay raises, Keating Five, 

BCCI, the S &Ls and the Rhode Island credit union scandals, 
it would be a tough argument to make that it's not a good 
time to clean house once and for all. 
Vitrac is sailing toward another victory.

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Educators praise school reform plan

Educators across the 
Commonwealth are applauding a 
pipe! Published report outlining 

systemic approach to improving 
pk quality of education in 
Massachusetts’ public schools. The 
report, entitled "Every Child a 
Winner,” was prepared by a small 
group of 15 businessmen to help 
reform the way education is 
managed and financed in the state. 
The group is known as the 
Massachusetts Business Alliance 
for Education (MBAE) and was 
formed in 1988 under Chairman 
John Rennie, co-founder of Pacer 
Systems Inc, in Billerica. Rennie is 
the author of most of the key 
recommendations in the report. 

Last Wednesday, over 70 
superintendents and school 
committee members from 
Massachusetts gathered in Danvers 
to learn first hand the components 
of the sweeping proposal and 
ongoing progress in putting the 
reform measures into effect. 

Among the report's 
recommendation are setting up 
preschool programs with sliding 
scale tuitions; extending the school 
day or year up to 20 percent, 
primarily to improve the teaching 
workforce through professional 
development; equalizing school 
spending for all cities and towns; 
and requiring all communities to 
earmark some local funds for their 
schools. In addition, the report 
focuses on student achievement 
rather then on how the 
achievements are ‘realized and on 
decentralizing educational manage- 
ment and increasing accountability. 

To give the reform plan teeth, 
backers are currently, lobbying 
legislators and hope to enact into 
law all or part of the proposal in 
early 1992, 

S. Paul Reville, executive direc- 
tor of MBAE and a newly 
appointed member of the State 
Board of Education, told educators 
Wednesday the plan is. meeting 
with a positive response. 

"The reception to the proposal 
(so far) is extremely positive. We 
have really been bowled over," 
Reville said. At the same time he 
admitted in order for the plan to 
work there is a need for "broad 
popular support" from local 
citizens, politicians, and the 
business community. 

Reville assured those present at 
last week's Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees’ 
dinner the action plan "is not a 
hip-shooting, quick fix set -of 
proposals." Rather, it's the result 
of over two years of research and 
consultation with various experts 
and practitioners both in and 
outside the state, 

"We came together with the 
conviction public education is at a 
crossroads," Reville said. He added 
the alliance made the basic 
assumption that improving 


primary and secondary public 
schools is an "economic 
imperative" for the Common- 
wealth, 

According to the report, the 
MBAE looked at three principal 
elements; creating a higher plane 
of student achievement to make

1. Set State Goal: New goals should be formed to 
be outcome oriented rather than process oriented; need 
target dates to achieve goals.

Massachusetts students competitive 
with those in other nations; 
improving the operation of the 
system; and changing the structure 
of the finance system to guarantee 
overall funding for all public 
schools, 

Many expect the biggest 
stumbling block to the alliance 
proposal will be the provision for 
local levies for schools. The 
estimated cost of the plan would be 
$720 million per year. To help pay 
that cost, $386 million would come 
from increases in local property 
taxes and $334 million would come 
from local aid. To achieve a 
balance between state and local 
expenditures, the MBAE 
recommends a guaranteed tax 
ceiling of $10 (per $1,000 of 
equalized property valuation). The 
current average school tax is 
$7.06. If a community cannot raise 
the necessary funds, the state would 
be called on to make up the 
difference. 

“What it amounts to is 
earmarking funds for education,” 
said Reville. He explained his 
group took a "radical" approach to 
the financial picture by first asking 
what services the schools should 
provide to each child then 
developing the cost factors. These 
factors have been developed into a 
foundation budget based on a 
functional model of a school 
system compiled with the help of 
school superintendents, In the 
1990-91 school year, for instance, 
the foundation budget provides a 
$5,000 per pupil cost for the 


average school district and a 
$6,000 per pupil cost for city 
districts with large concentrations 
of low income youngsters. Given 
the dismal fiscal picture in 
Massactiusetts, alliance members 
feel a commitment should be made 
now but reforms may be phased in 
over a four year period. 

"People want a victory, 
something to feel positive about. 
(However), there's no question 
there'll be resistance,” said Reville. 

Another unique approach taken 
by the MBAE is to decentralize 
school based management. For 
example, the report--suggests 
building principals be the general 
managers with the primary role of 
hiring, firing, and transferring 
teachers. The superintendent 
would act as chief executive and 
have final authority over all 
appointments and firings within the 
system. In order for the school 
committee to concentrate on 
formulating policy, the commit- 
tee's personnel responsibilities 
would be limited to hiring and 
firing the superintendent. Teachers 
are expected to have a "meaningful 
role" in school budget and policy 


matters. To avoid conflicts of 
interest, neither committeemen nor 
the superintendent would be 
allowed to have close relatives 
working in the district. 

The report recommends 
changing the tenure laws to make 
it easier to remove incompetent 
teachers. All dismissal decisions 
would be taken out of the hands of

the school committee and placed in 
the hands of the principal. All 
dismissal decisions would be 
reviewed only by a three person 
review board consisting of a local 
teacher, an appointed admin- 
istrator, and a lay person with 
arbitration experience. Currently, 
said Reville, lawyers are studying 
alliance proposals to change the 
tenure laws. 

Alliance members believe that 
teaching youngsters as early as 
three and four years old and 
involving parents as paraprofes- 
sionals would prevent drug, crime, 
and drop out problems in higher 
grades. Thus, a preschool com- 
ponent with priority given to 
disadvantaged children would be 
put into effect under the MBAE 
plan. Another key component is 
improving opportunities for 
teachers to grow in their field. The 
alliance proposes that professional 
development be mandated in each 
district at a rate of 2.5 percent of 
the overall salary budget and time 
for growth activities be provided 
during regular school hours. To 
provide that time, the MBAE 
Suggests extending the school day 
or work year to allow high school 
teachers to concentrate on 
continued learning much as is done 
at the college level. 

While those educators and 
committeemen in attendance at last 
week's dinner expressed some 
reservations about the report's 
funding mechanism and the 
public's view of the professional 
develop- ment component, most 
had praise for the overall plan. 
Patricia Carlson, supt/director of 
the North Shore Regional 
Vocational School, noted this was 
“a sincere and very honest attempt 
to make changes in a very flawed 
system.” Carlson currently serves 
on one of the four sub-committees 
studying different aspects of the 
report. 

Former Wilmington teacher 
Linda Hayes urged the alliance to 
find the resources to bring the 
reform plan to the public. 

“People have come to expect their 
education is acceptable," she said, 
adding improvements are neces- 
Sary and students and teachers have 
a right to expect more from the 
public school system. 

"This, to me, is absolute 
salvation, It's the first time I've 
seen anything as comprehensive,” 
said Wilmington Supt. William 
Fay. He added there wasn't one 
part of the plan he didn't support. 
When asked if legislators wouldn't 
dilute the plan to the point where it 
wouldn't be effective, Fay said that 
wouldn't happen because "the 


political clout of Massachusetts 
businessmen and industry is behind 
it." 

Besides Fay, Dr. Shirley Callan, 
John DeMarco, and Phil Fenton 
were also present last Wednesday. 
All four backed a plan to hold an 
open forum on cable television in 
Wilmington to acquaint local 
residents with the alliance proposal 
"Every Child a Winner." 
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Betterment plan tags 
users, not tax |

Sixty years ago the Wilmington 
Water Department had a good 
beginning. A water pumping 
station was at Brown's Crossing, 
with a supply of good water. A 
water tower was on Kelly's Hill, 
southerly of Shawsheen Avenue. 
A water main on Middlesex 
Avenue connected the two. 

There were three water 
commissioners, Alden N. Eames, 
a civil engineer, worked for the 
Boston Elevated; Caleb Harriman 
and Louis McMahon were well 
known businessmen. 

Town bonding had paid for the 
beginning of the system. Now it 
was up to the town to pay for 
water main extensions. There 
would be more than a few. It was 
decided the town meeting would 
appropriate the money as needed. 
The system worked well, until 
sometime after World War II. 

Then there were many new 
homes, many of them on streets 
which had existed for years. 
There was a big demand for water 
mains, for more money. By the 
early 1950s the warrant for the 
annual town meeting would ask 
for many thousands of dollars in 
water main extensions, on streets 
previously constructed. 

Herb Barrows chairman of the 
Finance Committee proposed that 
the town limit itself to $30,000 
each year for water main exten- 
sions. It was also proposed there 
be a Water Main Extension Com- 
mittee to ensure that the decisions 
be fair. 

One of the early members of 
that committee was Dr. Gaius 
Harmon, a Master of Public 
Health, who had been born in the 
parsonage for the Congregational 
Church, in Wilmington. He 
devised a program so that the 
results of extending water mains 
would (1) serve the most homes, 
(2) serve to protect the most 
property from fire, and (3) bring 
in the greatest revenue to the 
town. It worked well. 

The publisher of the Town Crier 
was one of the persons who 
worked on that committee. When 
Dr. Harmon sought to retire this 
writer became, eventually, the 
chairman of that committee. 

The demand for more water 
mains kept escalating. One year it 
reached $90,000 — not in the 
inflated dollars of today, just the 
inflated dollars of Post World 
War II. It was more than the town 
could afford. 

The committee talked it over. 
Someone, who it was the writer 
doesnot remember, suggested that 
the water mains be extended to 
those who were willing to pay for 
them. 

In the next annual town 
meeting that proposal was made. 
The writer as chairman was’ the 
spokesman. The voters thought it 
was a good idea. 

It'was about this time that Avco 
started to build in Wilmington. 
There were plans for a large area 
to be set aside for a septic system. 

Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
found out that the cost of having 
the town hook up to the MDC 
sewer had dropped. Both Wil- 
mington and Burlington could 
become a part of that service, and 
at a more moderate cost. 

Courtney investigated the pro- 
posed costs for sewer bed, etc., 
for Avco. That firm could save 
money by putting in a pumping 
station and a sewer main to the 
MDC at the Woburn line. 

Avco agreed. A pumping station 
was located at a place where 
future sewer mains from Wil- 
mington could join, and from 
there to Woburn a sewer main 
was constructed, down Woburn 
Street. Residents of that street in 
that area did not have to pay for 
anything except to connect to that 
sewer. 

Burlington apparently did not 
find out. It did not join until much 
later. Then Burlington put sewer 
mains into the whole town. The

costs had increased significantly. 

Wilmington thus became a part 
of the MDC sewer. Today the 
MDC is the MWRA, a much more 
costly business. 

The Wilmington selectmen were 
impressed by the business of water 
mains by betterment. Next year it 
was voted to have sewer mains ex- 
tended in the same manner. In 
essence it has been that way, ever 
since. The people who get the ser- 
vice are the people who pay for it. 

The Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners, each year submit articles 
for the town meeting for sewer 
mains to be constructed by the 
town, They are people who are 
very much alert to money sources 
which will not cost the town 
money. They are also aware of the 
costs of the MWRA, and are 
working to alleviate that cost. 

For 40 years or more the Wil- 
mington Water and Sewer 
Department has operated on its 
revenues. No money is approp- 
riated by taxation for the Water & 
Sewer Department. 

There are home owners and 
others who, in their thinking 
believe that the town should pay to 
install the connection between the 
home or business, and the sewer 
main, Those people will have a 
long, long wait, for there is no 
money in any such fund, and there 
is no fund. 

Why do the commissioners have 
an article in the town warrant 
each year asking that the town 
authorize the construction of the 
proposed sewers? 

It is simple. The town can 
always borrow the money, but a 
town mecting vote has to 
authorize it. 

The money to pay off the bonds 
comes from the water and sewer 
revenues. 

There are varying reasons why 
the cost of construction is higher 


in one part of town than in 
another. 

Both the federal and the state 
governments are interested in 
Supporting sewer costs, according 
to the laws which have been 
passed. 

In the Silver Lake area of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury there 
are houselots which are too small. 
Back in the days before World 
War I speculators sold many 
houselots in that area, houselots 
which were no more than camp 
lots. During the depression of the 
1930s people had to move into 
those camps which had been built. 
They tacked newspapers on the 
walls, to keep the heat inside. 

Town water was eventually 
installed, but the houselots were 
too small for adequate sewer beds. 
The federal government has a 
program to assist such areas and 
the Silver Lake area in both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury “has 
benefited from that program. 

In the 1970's, the Water and 
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Sewer Commissioners developed 
plans for sewers serving the Silver 
Lake area, as well as’ parts of 
North Wilmington. When federal 
money became available for sewer 
construction, Wilmington was 
ready, The sewers were built in 
the early 1980's. 

Some of the residents in the area 
of Silver Lake were able to take 
advantage of a federal Small Cities 
grant to pay half of the cost of 
their sewer connections. 

Jay Tighe is constructing Shaw- 
sheen Estates, off Hopkins Street. 
Shawsheen Estates is funded in 
part by a state program to provide 
homes for persons of low to 
moderate income. It is a program

Tighe has a water program that 
serves more than his Shawsheen 
Estates.The same can be said for 
his sewer program. 

In_ his first discussion with the 
water commissioners Jay was told 
that he would have to install a 
water main from Aldrich Road to 
Hopkins Street, with some of the 
money he was getting from the 
state. It would be, if memory is 
correct a 10 inch main, and the 
cost would be about half a million 
dollars. 

That water main will serve to 
also reinforce the water pressure 
in other streets of Shawsheen Ave- 
nue, in addition to the Shawsheen 
Estates area, 

Tighe is also paying fot sewer 
mains that will serve the town. 
The Shawsheen School will no 
longer be served by sewer beds. 
There are homes which will be 
getting sewer service on their 
streets without cost. 

Thus, in one way or another, do 
some people benefit, and so does 
the town. 

But other streets do not receive 
of the largesses of the state or the 
federal government. Homeowners 
find that they have to pay 
"betterments" depending on how 


much frontage their houselots 
have on the street, when a sewer 
main is installed, 

Yes, it costs money, but look at 
it again. Anyone who has recently 
paid for a new ‘septic system 
knows that sewer betterment 
charges are a tremendous bargain. 

It is a’ one time fee. Those 
homeowners will not be paying 
for water and sewer main 
installations on other streets, in 
the future.

A rotary cutting blade does two 
jobs. The leading edge cuts, while 
the upturned rear edge lifts 
clippings and blows them out the 
discharge chute. For best cutting, 
blade speed is as important as 
sharpness. 


A high blade creates a strong fan 
action that lifts and discharges 
clippings, so full throttle gives 
best results. “ 

When you use a grass bag the lawn 
mower works like a vacuum 
cleaner. It blows air through the 
bag which traps the clippings. To 
work well, the bag and mower 
deck must not be clogged with built 
up grass clippings and dirt. 


Rotary mower hazards 

Some hazards are common to all 
walk-behind rotary lawn mowers. 
About 90 percent of injuries with 
this type of mower are caused by 
one of two things: 

1, Getting cut by the blade - the 
most frequent type of injury. 

2. Getting hit by something 
thrown by the blade - the next most 
frequent injury. 


Blade contact hazard 
Keep a picture of the blade in 
mind at all times. A spinning blade 
can cut your hands or feet, break 
bones, or even amputate fingers 
and toes. 


Blade contact happens most often 
when you accidentally put your 
hands or feet under the mower 
deck, or in the discharge opening. 
To help prevent contact with a 
spinning blade, many mowers use 
one of two devices: 

RotoStop - It stops blade rotation, 
without stopping the engine when 
the handlebar control lever is 
released. 

Flywheel break - It stops both the 
engine and blade when the 
handlebar control lever is released. 


Never fasten the lever to the 
handlebar. You must hold the lever 
with your hands, so you can release 
it quickly if necessary.

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To protect you, mowers have 
safety equipment that reduces the 
risk of injury from thrown objects.

Rotary mower hazards 


Safety Shield - The shield hangs 
under the rear edge of the cutter 
deck, to protect your feet. 


Discharge Guard - Whenever 
the grass bag or other attachments 
are removed, the discharge guard 
automatically closes the cutter 
deck, Never operate the mower 
with the guard propped open. 


Slide-Discharge Adaptor - 
The adaptor is a bolt on chute that 
replaces the discharge guard and 
bag on right side discharge models. 
The discharge adaptor or discharge 
guard must be installed before 
operating these mowers. 


A grass bag wears in normal use 
and will eventually need 
replacement, Objects picked up by 
the blade may be thrown through a 
worn or damaged bag. 
Replacement grass bags are 
available from authorized lawn 
mower dealers. 


Gasoline engine hazards 


Misuse of any gasoline powered 
equipment can cause fire, burns, or 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Although only about two percent 
of injuries are caused by fires, a 
fire can be very dangerous. Heed 
all safety messages given in 
the owner's manual. 


Gasoline is extremely flammable, 

and gasoline vapor can explode. 
Use extreme care when handling 
gasoline. 


The exhaust contains poisonous 
carbon monoxide. Take the mower 
outdoors before starting the 
engine. 


The engine and exhaust system are 

very ‘hot during and after 
operation. Let the engine cool 
before touching or storing the 
mower.

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First, check your lawn... 


Before you mow, always inspect 
your lawn, is there anything that 
could be picked up by the blade and 
thrown at you or a bystander, like 
stones or small branches? If so, 
take a few minutes now to clear 
them. 


Send bystanders away before you 
mow, especially children! 


..then check the mower 
Make the "Pre-Operation 
Checks," as described in the 
owner's manual. These are the 
most common checks: 


Blade 
Grass bag or attachments 
Cutting height 


Blade Inspection 


Disconnect the spark plug cap to 
prevent any possibility of 
accidental starting. 


Tum the fuel valve off, then tilt 
the mower with the carburetor side 
up. This helps prevent fuel leakage, 
carburetor flooding and hard 
starting. 


Wear heavy gloves to protect your 
hands from the blade. 


Check the blade's cutting edge. A 
dull blade can be sharpened, but a 
blade that is worn out, bent, 
cracked, or damaged must be 
replaced. 

Be sure the blade is not cracked 
or worn through at the base of its 
uptumed rear edge - a piece could 
break off and be thrown from 
under the mower. 


The blade bolt(s) must be tight. If 
you have any doubt, tighten with a 
torque wrench as described in the 
Owner's Manual - or have the 
bolt(s) tightened by a lawn mower 
dealer. 


Sharpening and 
Replacement 
Have-the blade sharpened or 
replaced when it leaves grass 
bruised, torn, or grey looking. 
Grey grass will soon turn brown. 


For blade sharpening or 
replacement, take your lawn 
mower to an authorized lawn 
mower dealer, or follow the 
Owner's Manual instructions. 


Grass Bag and 
optional attachments 
Be sure the grass bag, hard shell 
grass catcher, mulching kit, or side 
discharge chute, or adaptor is 
property installed and in good 
condition, See the Owner's Manual 
for your mower's requirements. 


When using a grass bag, make 
sure it is not clogged. To clean the 
bag, wash with a garden hose, and 
let it dry thoroughly - a wet grass 
bag will quickly clog. 


Engine inspection 

Check the fuel level,oil level,and 
air cleaner element as described in 
the Owner's Manual. 

Pay special attention to the air 
cleaner. Grass grows well in dirt, 
but the same dirt can cause early 
engine failure if the filter leaks or 
is plugged. 


Cutting height 
inspection 
Adjust cutting height with the 
engine stopped. Set all four wheels 
at the same height - see the Owner's 
Manual for your mower's adjust- 
ment instructions. 


Mowing 
Use a lawn mower only for 
cutting grass or mulching, in open 
areas that are reasonably level. 


Use a string trimmer or other 
gardening equipment in places 
where a lawn mower would be 
hard to handle. 


How often to mow 
During fast growth, most lawns 
need mowing at least once a week. 
The best grass height depends oa 
the type of grass and the weather. ° 


If you look closely, you'll see 
most grass had stems and leaves. If 
you cut off the leaves, you've 
scalped your lawn. Let the grass 
recover between mowings. Your 
mower will work better, and your 
lawn will look better.

DOE Recommends Insulation 
R-Values 

To guide owners of existing homes, 
and. builders of new ones, the DOE 
has published updated R-value rec- 
ommendations. 

R-value is the measure of thermal 
resistance by which insulation is spec- 
ified. “R” means resistance to heat 
flow. The higher the R-value. the 
greater the insulating power. 

The DOE recommendations divide 
the country into eight insulation 
zones, with specific R-value guide- 
lines for ceilings, floors and exterior 
and crawlspace walls. 


Homeowners can verify the precise 
recommendations for their specific 
area with their building materials 
dealer, insulation contractor, public 
utility or state energy office 

The DOE points out that insulation 
not only saves money, but also helps 
reduce the rate of depletion of ourna- 
tion's limited energy resources. In ad- 
dition, it can make a home more com- 
fortable by maintaining a uniform 
temperature throughout the house. 

Walls, Ceilings and floors will be 
warmer in the winter and cooler in the 
summer. Fewer drafts mean the house

will remain comfortable at lower ther- 
mostat settings. 

Insulation also acts as a sound ab- 
sorber, keeping noise levels down. 


Insulation Can Offer Additional 
Benefits 

Some states offer a tax credit for 
money spent on measures to reduce 
home energy use, including added in- 
sulation, weatherstripping and caulk- 
ing, says the DOE. 


In fact, many states are presently 
considering endorsing the 1989 
“Model Energy Code,” which has 
even stronger R-value recommenda- 
tions than those of the DOE. 

State energy offices can be a valu- 
able resource for information, while 
local utility companies also often pro- 
vide technical advice. Some even of- 
fer rebates or financing assistance. 

A home-energy audit will identify 
the amount of insulation already in 
place, any additional amount needed, 
and can recommend other improve- 
ments such as installing storm win- 
dows, 


Insulation Priorities 

The DOE considers the following 
to be the key insulation priorities 

Insulate the attic to the recommend- 
ed level, including the attic door, or 
hatch cover. 

Insulate under floors above unheat- 
ed spaces, and around walls in the 
basement, crawl spaces and founda- 
tion, and on the edges of slabs on 
grade.

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Wall prep makes or breaks 
interior paint job 


Ask people complaining about the 
wall cracks peeking through a new 
coat of interior paint and they'll prob- 
ably confess to cutting corners in 
preparing the wall before they dug out 
the paint brush, 

Good prep work is essential for a 
couple of reasons. First, dirt and 
grime on walls can bleed through your 
new paint. Second, paint alone can't 
hide cracks, dents and holes. 

To get the best possible paint job, 
start by cleaning the walls well. Use a 
heavy-duty cleaner like Durabond 
TSP Wall Cleaner, a detergent that 
dulls the paint finish while removing 
grime, grease and oil to give you a 
clean, dull surface for better paint ad- 
hesion. Simply mix 1/4 cup of TSP in 
two gallons of warm’ water. Wearing 
Tubber gloves, use a scrub brush or 
sponge and scour the walls from bot- 
tom to top. Then rinse with clean wa- 
ter. Repeat the process until all dirt is 
removed and the paint gloss is re 


For tough grease spots or other 
problem areas, sprinkle extra TSP 
powder.on your brush or sponge, then 
scrub. 

Cracks are particularly common in 
older plaster walls. Painting over them 
won't cover them for long. Instead, fill 
all cracks and repair all dents and 
holes before repainting. To repair 
small cracks and holes, select a quality 
light-weight spackling like DAP's Fast 
‘n Final that won't crack or shrink and 
doesn't need to be sanded for unno- 
ticeable interior repairs. First, clean 
away dust and loose paint. Use a paint 
scrapper to widen the crack or hole 
slightly. Apply spackling with a putty 
knife or similar tool. Smooth it iato 
opening. If a textured sand finfsh is 
desired, mix spackling with clean sand 
before making the repair 

To fill large holes in walls and ceil 
ings, you need to provide backup sup 
port for spackling. This gives the 
spackling something to adhere to so 
that the hole can be filled 


You can make backup supports from 
strips of wood cut two inches longer 
than the hole. To help position the 
wood strips inside the hole, drive a 
nail into the strip making the nail a 
handle. Apply a construction adhe- 
sive like DAP 2000 to both ends of the 
strip and insert it into the hole. Pull it 
tight against the back of the hole’s 
edges using the nail as a handle and al- 
Jow it to dry. Once the adhesive is dry, 
you can remove the nail. The number 
and size of strips you need will vary 
with the size of the hole. 

Next, using a putty knife, apply the 
spackling. If possible, use a putty 
knife larger than the hole to eliminate 
ridges. Most applications do not re- 
quire sanding. After the spackling is 
dry and hard (about one hour), sand it 
smooth. Apply a prime coat of paint 
to the repair before applying the final 
coat

The ideal illumination is natural 
light coming through windows, 
skylights and big patio doors, But if 
budget restrictions won't allow struc- 
tural remodeling, try modifying your 
lights to get the very same benefits 


The Dimmer 

The Home Depot lighting experts say 
one of the most effective mood en- 
hancers. is the rheostat, also called a 


dimmer. This controls the amount of 
electricity fed to a bulb, When turned 
up to full intensity, it can crea sun- 
ny and cheerful feeling. Lowered, the 
switch helps bring a sensation of cozy 
comfort and quiet relaxation, It can be 
a traditional “on-off” rocker switch, 
or a rotating knob that can be at- 
tached to existing light fixtures, and 
sells for about $3. 

Track System 

Another popular style of mood and 


decor lighting is the ceiling-mounted 
track system. Kits typically contain 
four feet of track and two or three 
“heads,” or lamps, in a variety of 
styles, colors and finishes, The heads 
rotate a full 360 degrees horizontally, 
and 90 degrees vertically, for unusual 
versatility of effect. Track systems are 
ideal for fighlighting pictures. 


‘Tracks can be joined end-to-end in 
a series for large rooms, and each in- 
dividual track can be controlled by a 
separate dimmer switch. Most tracks 
can be joined to one another at right 
angles, thus allowing an extended 
number of them to light up two, or 
even three walls of a room without a 
break in the pleasing continuity of the 
installation’s lines, And, if a particular 
need calls for it, track lighting can 
even be mounted vertically on a wall. 
Kits start at about $25 


The Can 
The can, in which a bulb is recessed 
into the ceiling, is another popular 
“designer” light, Frequently called 
“down lights,” many-ean be pivoted to 
point in any direction for general illu- 
mination or, like the track heads, at 
various angles to highlight a particular 
object or area of a room 

Recessed lighting is more adapt- 
able to different room decor “peri- 
ods” than the track system. It is incon- 
spicuous and thus doesn’t call 
attention to itself. These lights cost 
less than $12 per head, yet can do as 
much for a room as new carpeting, 


Getting Ready For The Storms 


Winter Storms are on the way, and 
with them, perhaps, some stormy 
moods over those high winter heating 
bills.

The best procedure for a moose on the loose

My turn with the moose incident, 
vy On September 21, @ young bull 
moose strolled into a densely pop- 
ulated part of Natick, near Routes 
27 and 135. Bad move, 

Natick police called the Division 
of Fisheries & Wildlife, asking for 
assistance, and a biologist was sent 
to the scene. A crowd of onlookers 
gathered, which later proved fatal 
for the moose. 

The moose chose to lunch in a 
thickly settled suburb surrounded 
by well-travelled roads, As a crowd 
of onlookers gathered and grew, 
the state biologist determined that 
the moose had virtually no escape 
Toute from the suburb. _ 

Standard procedure in cases like 
this would be to direct the moose 
toward a swamp or forest. But with 
a hundred or so people standing in a 
circle around the moose, that just 
wasn't possible. Police tried to get 
the people to move back, but they 
refused. 

According to the Division, the 
moose was displaying the standard 
defensive posture for moose. It just 
stood there. Moose are the biggest 
critters in the forest, and they seem 
to know it. If threatened, they just 
stand their ground, ready to charge 
if the threat increases, Moose don't 
often flee in panic, 

The Natick moose was estimated 
at 600-700 pounds, or the size of an 
average horse. But it wasn't a horse 
and it wasn't Bullwinkle, It was an 
untamed, wild animal, which would 
frighten easily. State officials note 
that a single stray dog could have 
set the moose to flight, with disaster 
6n its heels. 

The moose was surrounded by a 
large crowd of people who would 
Not leave the area, it had no route of 
escape, and the officials in charge 
felt rightly nervous that somebody 
might be injured if the moose fled.

History has shown that moose will 
take off after being stuck 
with a tranquilizer dart, and three 
or more would be needed to knock 
Out the Natick moose. With a crowd 
surrounding it, the moose would've 
trampled somebody, or run onto a 
busy street, if a trank dart was used. 

So, to safeguard the nosy public, a 
command decision was made to kill 
the moose. A 12-gauge shotgun full 
of slugs (potent stuff!) was used and 
the moose went down with the first 
shot. Subsequent shots insured that 
the animal didn't suffer. 

Then, as we know, all hell broke 
loose. 

Kids traumatized by watching the 
“murder” of the moose? The crowd 
was the main reason why the moose 
‘was put down in the first place. The 
kids should have never been there 
in the first place, and nobody would 
leave the area. That wasn't a duck 
in a public pond. It was dangerous. 

Inhumane treatment? No. The 
poor beast was virtually dead after 
the first slug impacted. Under the 
circumstances, the destruction of 
the moose was handled well. 

But a few other points are due for 
examination. 


In the past nine months alone, 
New Hampshire has had more than 
140 moose-car collisions, including 
four human deaths. The day before 
the Natick moose was killed, there 
was a woman killed in a moose-car 
collision in Plymouth, N.H. 

Moose are on the move, and those 
who drive near forests and swamps 
(meaning virtually anywhere, even 
in beautiful downtown Natick) had 
better realize it. Imagine the effect 
of having a telephone pole walk in 
front of your car, Now imagine a 
1,000 pound moose doing the same 
thing. No real difference. 

People, including my peers in the 
media, howled long and loud about

the ‘brutal murder’ of the moose. 
Yeah, it was a sorry.thing. But a 
knifé murder in South Boston only 
gets a three-inch piece on an inside 
page of the Globe. We are more 
sympathic to the death of an animal 
than we are to the killing of each 
other. Unbelievable. 

As for the horror of killing that 
moose, the reaction a curious thing. 
People seem to think that all meat 
magically appears in stores, packed 
in styrofoam trays and wrapped in 
Plastic. We've forgotten that food is 
oftena bloody business. As Tony 
Chamberlain noted in his Boston 
Globe column last week, 50 years 
ago the Natick moose would have 
been killed and butchered without a 
qualm, 

If people had given the moose any 
chance of escape, the state officials 
might have tried to chase it away. 
They wouldn't, so they couldn't. 

If the moose would have quietly 

ne to sleep from a tranquilizer 
pe the state officials might have 
tried that. But it wasn't likely. 

So they took the only safe course 
of action, to prevent injury to the 
people, and downed the moose. Too 
bad for the moose. 

There will be other moose. They 
certainly are not an endangered or

The economic atmosphere has 
been better but local newspapers 
have been able to hold their own, 
against big chain competition and 
advertising flyer companies, 
through the use of innovative 
campaigns and providing a stabili- 
ty that advertisers find they need. 

The local newspaper that 
brought you this story is a mem- 
ber of a fast dying breed, the fam~ 
ily-owned paper, However, the 
three publishing companies that 
provide the North Reading 
Transcrip/Lynnfield Villager, The 


Daily Times Chronicle, the 
Stoneham Independent and the 
Wilmington/Tewksbury Town 
Criers do not have any immediate 
plans of selling out their enterpris- 
es.

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_ Excavation begins for 
effluent harbor tunnel 


The largest tunnel boring 
machine ever to operate in New 
England has arrived by barge in 
Boston Harbor, where it will be 
used to excavate a nine and one- 
half mile tunnel below Massa- 
chusetts Bay as part of the Boston 
Harbor Project. 


The 600-ton machine was 
shipped in five pieces from a plant 
in Manitowoc, Wisconsin, where 
it was built by The Robbins 
Company. The disassembled 
machine traveled through the 
Great Lakes to the Erie Canal, 
down the Hudson River and then 
up the East Coast to Boston 
Harbor. 


The tunnel boring machine, 

known as a TBM, will be used to 
excavate a 24-foot diameter tun- 
uel from Deer Island to a point 
nine and one-half miles 
as/northeast into Massachusetts 
Bay. The tunnel, which will be 
completed in July, 1995, will 
transport 450 million gallons of 
treated wastewater daily from a 
new wastewater treatment plant 
under construction on Deer Island 
to the sea. The effluent to be car- 
ried by the tunnel will receive 
both primary and secondary treat- 
ment, which together will remove 
85 percent of most contaminents. 


“Boston is currently one of the 
world capitals of the tunneling 
industry," said Paul F, Levy, 
Executive Director of the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority, the agency responsible

for the harbor cleanup. "With the 
arrival of the tunnel boring 
machine, the Authority begins the 
construction of one of the longest 
single entry and exit tunnels of its 
kind in the world.” 


"The MWRA outfall tunnel 
will be nearly as wide as the 
Callahan Tunnel and as long as 
the distance from Boston to Route 
128. This construction is a mas- 
sive undertaking that has brought 
world-class technology and talent 
to the Boston Harbor Project,” 
said Levy. "Tunnel construction 
will also employ 500 electricians, 
tunnelers and operating engineers 
over the next three years." 

Three shifts of 30 workers each 
will work 24 hours a day for the 
next four and one-half years to 
complete the tunnel by July 1995, 
when the MWRA's new primary 
treatment plant will be completed. 


The Robbins Co., headquar- 
tered n Kent, Washington, cus- 
tom-built the machine for the 
Authority's outfall tunnel, which 
is being constructed by the joint 
venture of the Kiewit Construc- 
tion Co. of Omaha, the Guy F, 
Atkinson Construction Co. of San 
Francisco, and the Kenny 
Construction Co. of Wheeling, 
Illinois, under at $202 million 
contract with the MWRA, 


The 3,000 horsepower TBM is 
26 and one-half feet in diameter, 
40 fect long, and weights 600 tons 
(as much as 110 elephants or two 
tugboats). The machine will be 
cutting through Cambridge 
argillite, a medium-hard gray 
rock, for a period of about three 
years. 


The TBM was fully assembled 
and tested on the shop floor in 
Manitowoc. Then the machine 
was disassembled and prepared 
for shipping to Boston, The 
biggest of the five pieces of the 
machine weights an estimated 100 
tons. The machine will be lifted 
by crane from the barge ‘on 
September 5, to the Deer Island 
Pier. From the picr the TBM will 
travel by heavy-haul vehicle to 
the northern side of the island, 
where it will be transferred to a 
platform adjacent to the outfall 
tunnel shaft. 


The TBM will be stored on 
Deer Island until it is lowered into

*The TBM will work around- 
the-clock and, guided beneath the 
sea floor by high precision sur- 
veying instruments, is expected to 

average 80 to 120 feet per day. 
+Lasers will be utilized for the 
day-to-day guidance of the 
machine. When the TBM has 
bored about eight and one-quarter 
miles it will have reached. the 
location of the diffuser tunnel, 
where 55 sealed pipes, or risers, 
will have already been installed. 
The risers will connect to the tun- 
nel and bring the treated effluent 
up 250 feet to the ocean floor. 
There, each 40-ton cap will dis- 
perse the treated wastewater 
through eight openings to a 
thorough mixing with scawater. 

*The joint venture of J.M. 
Cashman Inc. of Quincy, Mas- 
sachusetts, and Interbeton Inc. of 
Williamsburg, Virginia, is current- 
ly drilling and assembling the 
riser pipes from a jack-up barge in 
Massachusetts Bay.

Nickerson said the current state 
of the local economy is so bad that 
he barely has enough work to keep 
himself busy, but wishes Drozdov 
the best of luck. 

"I thought it was a pretty good 
idea when I saw it," he said, noting 
that the overseas mailing must have

Boston Globe with their Sunday 
Northeast Weekly section is not a 
big threat to business, 

“We enjoy a high penetration 


rate. Well over 90 percent of the 
community,” he said. 

Sylvia noted that cash flow is 
the big.concem at the paper today 
adding that the paper has had to 
Carry some accounts on the books 
to keep them as advertisers. 

Sylvia holds to the same policy 
of local coverage that the 
Neilsons use. “We cover the town 
pretty well in news and pictures. 
That is how we keep up the circu- 
lation.” 


Oné item all the publishers 
seem to agree on is that the adver- 
tisers will pay for spots in special 
sections such as twice yearly 
bridal sections or a Christmas sec- 
tion or Home improvements. 


Sylvia did say that he has cut 
back on the use of the home 
improvement. “Its not that busi- 
nesses don’t want to advertise, 
they just do not have the money,” 
Sylvia said. 

He mentioned such items as 
trade shows that are drawing off 
those customers, . 

Mark Haggerty, business man- 
ager for the Haggerty family- 
owned Independent, is taking a 
teal upbeat view of the economic 
situation. “Within the last two 
months things have picked up a 
little bit.” 


He and Richard Haggerty, pub- 
lisher of Middlesex East and Vice 


President of the Woburn Daily 
Times, Inc., both agree that 
aggressive advertising sales pro- 
cedures have helped. 

The Independent is also a 
weekly and has been a member of 


the Stoneham community since 
1870. All of that time it has been 
a family owned newspaper. 

The Haggerty family bought it 
in November of 1986, but other 
than the location of the office 
tried to keep the paper the same, 

Richard Haggerty noted that it 
is not just local newspapers that 
are fecling the crunch, 

“All the newspapers, particu- 
larly on the East Coast, are having 
a downturn due to a loss of lin- 
cage,” he said. 


Although his colleagues are 
seeing some relief coming, 
Haggerty said that the economic 
situation that started in 1988 
“hasn't bottomed out yet.” 

Haggerty is keeping a careful 
eye on the purchase of some of 
the smaller local newspapers by 
large chains run by financial 
giants such as _ Fidelity 
Investments which manages trusts 
and investments for institutions 
such as Harvard University. 


Haggerty notes that all of the 
Middlesex East connected news- 
Papers are positive about the 
future,

owned newspaper.

In one recent newspaper battle, 
the Fidelity owned Bay State 
Publications attempted to buy out 
the two year old Medford 
Transcript, owned by Journal 
Transcript Newspapers in Revere. 


When the purchase could not be 
made, the financially secure larger 
newspaper group decided to start 
up the Medford Citizen in an 
altempt to secure the business in 
that community. 

Fidelity owned North Shore 
Weeklies has rid themselves of 
competition in several communi- 
ties such as Melrose, Saugus and 
Wakefield by buying out the local 
newspaper. 


Winchester has seen the locally 
owned Star bought out by Harte 
Hankes. The same has happened 
to the news in Burlington, which 


was taken over by Beacon 
Communication.

Short Takes 


Unfortunately, we know more 
than she does. The problem is that 
the film unravels as if we don't 
know what is going to happen next. 
But everything is so obvious that 
the only real tension is filtered 
through Harris' capable camera. 
Luckily, he instills the film with an 
appropriate edginess. Just pay 
attention to what Harris does with 
sound in this film and you know 
he's a first-rate filmmaker. 

Another plus is the acting, 
which is excellent all around. There 


are no histrionics, no larger-than=~* 


life tantrums. Heard, who may or 
may not be totally nuts, turns in an 
economical performance that is 
meant to keep, us guessing, even if 
the plot doesn't. 

Hawn imbues her character with 
a strength and_a self-reliance we 
seldom see in victimized woman, 
Hawn stretched her acting range by 
dropping her giggly person and 
tuming in a seriously convincing 
dramatic performance. Her charac- 
ter is a lady whose entire life has 
been turned upside down when she 
discovers her six year marriage is 
not what she believed it to be. She 
may be shocked, but she's not 
stupid.

The atmosphere is deliciously 
murky and Goldie Hawn turns in a 
fine performance, but "Deceived" 
is a misnomer, because nobody, 
especially the audience, will be 
taken in by this thriller. 

The plot is at fault here, not 
Damian Harrison's appropriately 
creepy direction or Hawn’s exccl- 
lent portrayal of a woman who dis- 
covers her marriage has been a lie . 
As she begins to poke around in her 
husband's past, Hawn learns that 
nothing in her life is what she 
believed it to be. A scary thought, 
Unfortunately, you can't fully 
frighten an audience that is always 
one step ahead of the script. But 
while screenwriter Mary Agnes 
Donoghue did not create a convinc- 
irig psychological thriller, she did 
give us a confident, independent 
female Icad, a creature rarely seen 
at the movies. 

Hawn plays a successful career 
woman whose loving, charming 
husband (John Heard) is tragically 
killed in a car accident. Just before 
his death, however, Hawn begins to 
have a few suspicions about him.
